Happily, there is 
no reason why your coffee should 
ever be less than excellent. 


Simple rules for good coffee 


Ipoffee-making is easy. But so many 


people lessen the enjoyment of cof 
fee-drinking by brewing their coffee 
loo long, or cheating a bit on the 
amount of roasted coffee they use. 
These things are important. They 
make the difference when you taste 
that very first sip. 


You may have forgotten—or never 


known—the rules for good coffee- 
brewing. It will help to go over them 
now and refresh your memory. There 
aren't any tricks. Just follow the sim- 
Pto" directions, measure accurately 
ami you will drink perfect coffee 
every time you make it. 


When you make coffee, start with 


a clean coffee maker, fresh coffee anc 


fresh cold water. Most important- 
pay close attention to both measuring 
and timing. For each serving, use: 1 
Approved Coffee Measure (or 2 level 
measuring tablespoons) of 
coffee; 


and % of a measuring cup (6 ounces) 
of water. 


Pointers for Three Methods 


Here arc some suggestions for each 


brewing method. If you use a per- 
colator, when perking begins, lower 
heat, then percolate gently 6 to 8 
minutes, no longer. If you use a vacu- 
um maker, when water has risen to 
upper bowl, stir coffee and water 
thoroughly. After stirring, keep vacu 
urn maker over moderate heat for : 
to 3 minutes, depending upon strengtl 
desired. Do not let rhe coffee boil. I 
you use a drip pot, pour in boiling 
water; it should go through coffee in 
4 to 6 minutes. Stir before serving . 


A few additional pointers for brew 


ing good coffee arc: (1) Use at leas 
three-quarters of the capacity of you 
coffee maker. For fewer cups, use f 
smaller maker. (2) Brewing too lonj 
makes coffee bitter. (3) Always us 
the proper grind of coffee for you 
coffee maker. (4) Never allow coffe 
to boil. (5) \Vhen using a vacuun 
bottle, fill it with boiling water whil 
the coffee is brewing. This helps ti 
keep coffee hot for a longer period

Massachusetts as a whole, how- 
ever, is a rosy one, compared 
with such hard hit "depressed 
area" states as Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia. 


Latest figures show that 148,734 


persons were drawing unemploy- 
ment benefits in the week ended 
Jan. 28. Thousands of others have 
exhausted their benefits and one 
source estimated that 180,000 per- 
sons in all were unemployed last 
month. 


There may be more "hidden un- 


employed." 
Those people, espe- 


cially textile workers, who have 
stopped 
seeking 
jobs 
through 


hopelessness and are now being 
taken care of by their children's 
earnings. 


All in all, Massachusetts had 


an unemployment rate of between 
7 and 8 per cent last month, com- 
pared with the nationwide figure 
of some 7 per cent.
